COMMISSIONER F VANS. 


HE HAS MADE A GREAT RUMPUS BY UN- 
WISE AND SCANDALOUS REMOVALS. 

WasHiIneror, D. C., June 19.—[Special. }— 

Mr. Evans, Internai-Revenue Commission- 
er, says that Gustav Clemen, of Llinois, was 
removed because he was reported by the 
Chief of Special Agents as below the aver- 
age in ability. No complaint has ever been 
heard against his integrity, and he is well 
indorsed. But IIlinois had four special rev- 
enue agents out of the thirty-five allotted to 
the entire country, and the Commissioner de- 
cided that this was more than her share. 
Therefore he resolved to reduce the number 
to three. Of the three remaining he 
said two are among the most ef- 
cient officials in the service, and the 
third is a brother of Gen. Raum. It would 
not do to remove him, Mr. Evans said. 
“The whole matter has been thoroughly 
considered,” he concluded. “I did not act 
hastily, but only after consultation with the 
President, and for What I considered the 
best interests of the revenue service.” The 
term ineflleient “ in the revenue service, 
under the system established by Gen. Kaum, 
isa relative one. One agent is rated as in- 
efficient as compared with the highest 
standard of excellence, and one or 
two of the men who have been re- 
moved were not men of the 
highest civil-service grade, where the rat- 
ings were made on the basisof merit. But 
the men removed were all of them eflicient, 
as the term is usually used, and some of 
them conspicuously so. There can hardly 
be a question raised that the men who are to, 
succeed them areinferior in point of em- 
ciency, so far as they have any experience, 
to those whose places they are to take. Mr. 
Eldridge, who is removed, would have made 
a most excelient Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. He kuows more about the 
entire system than Mr. Evans can hove to 
learn during the remnant of this Adminis- 
tration. Mr. Eldridge is one of the men who 
helped to organize the internal-revenue serv- 
ice. It was due to his exertions largely that 
the banks were required to pay some $2,00v,- 
000 of back taxes. Ile is a very able lawyer, 
conspicuous as an organizer, and a man of 
unusvualinformation in every branch of the 

ervicé. He has drafted nearly all the regu- 
ations which have been made since 1865, and 
is probably the bestequipped man in 
the internal-revenue service. He was 
very active in getting the information 
under which Busch, the Westfield distiller, 
was indicted, whose acquittal Ben Butler 
secured. Eldridge has never been a Butler 
man in Massachusetts politics, and the man 
who has deen appointed to succeed him 
(Liorton), is said to be a Butler man, besides 
having been dismissed from the service by 
Gen. Raum. 

Commissioner Evans, reterring to the dis- 
missal of Horton today, said: “ Yes, he was 
dismissed because he was afriend of mine. 
He is appointed because he is a friend of 
mine. ‘The first time the reason was not a 
good one. Now itis,” 

A NOTE FROM THE PRESIDENT, 
INTERVIEW. 

Commissioner Evans, in making these re- 
movals, has attracted more attention than he 
had expected, and, notwithstanding his as- 
surance that he has often had tilts with the 
press, and has always come out ahead, he 
has manifested much concern today as to 
the results. An interview which he had 
with the President, presumably on the sub- 
ject, is understood to have been by no means 
satisfactory. Itis learned from excellent 
authority that the President had no in- 
formation whatever as to the persons whose 
removal Commissioner Evans contemplated, 
or as to those whom he intended to put in 
their places. All the suggestions which Mr. 
Evans made to the President were, in gener- 
al terms, that he might make some removals 
ot ineflicient men, and in that case should 
wish to make new appointments, and that the 
President, in accordance with the usual cus- 
tom with heads of departments indicated 
his assent. It has been the policy of the 
President generally to permit his principal 
subordinate officers to appoint their assist- 
ants and to hold them responsible, but he has 
never approved the removal of efilicient 
and experienced men simply to make 
places for friends of officers who 
might have the appointment, and particularly 
at this time, as the civil-service rules are 
about to go into effect, it is known that the 
President has been especially anxious that 
no seandal should be brought upon his Ad- 
ministration by such open and boastful ex- 
hibition of the spoils system as that which 
has just been furnished by the removal of 
the special agents. 

THE SITUATION. 

However, the removais have been ordered 
made, and Judge Folger says that he under- 
stands that Mr. Evans intends to make two 
more removals. The greatest regret that 
Commissioner Evans manifests now for hav- 
ing made the removais is that he is not able to 
ascertain the person who gave out the in- 
formation that they were tobe made. He 
said today, with some passion, that if he 
could ascertain that there would speedily be 
another removal in the bureau. Private- 
Secretary Phillips said today that he be- 
lieved that the details of the changes con- 
templated by Mr. Evans in the revenue serv- 
ice had not been laid before the President, 
but that the President had considered the 
Commissioner competent to select his own 
subordinates, as was the custom among 
other officials. Mr. Phillips said that 
he was not aware that the 
names of the persons appointed to 
fill the vacancies created by the removals had 
been presented to the President at ali; that 
the whole matter had been left with Mr. 
Evans. who was considered by the Execu- 
tive as an efficient officer and better able to 
judge what would be for tne best interests of 
the Government in the matter than he (tne 
President) could be. Mr. Phillips said, fur- 
ther, that he thought there was no reason for 
the friends of Mr. Sewall to become alarmed, 
as, in his opinion, there is no daager ot his 
removal at present at least. 


ARCHITECT HIL 
THE PROCEEDINGS BEFORE TH 
TEE. 

Wasnrnerton, D. C., June 19.—The Hill In- 
vestigating Committee reconvened this morn- 
ing and Gen. Stinemetz was cross-examined. 
Q.—If you should take one stone in any 
one course and apply it to the standard of 
cost whieh rules under the contract through 
the whole building, and that stone should be 
a very large one, with a great deal of surface 
cutting, would it not show as compared with 
a smaller stone an excessive cost, which 
would rather be apparent than real? A.—It 
would not be possible to compare a twelve-

Chairman New stated that the committee 
after considerable reflection decide for the 
present to confine the inguiry to the Phila- 
delphia public building. The committee did 
not believe they should investigate the rul- 
ings of the former Secretary ot the Treasury 
or the acts of former Supervising Architects, 
but should endeavor to find out whether or 
not Mr. Hill had been guilty of fraud or cor- 
ruption in office. 

Mr. Coleman said he proposed to show that 
there was nothing in the opinion of the At- 
torney-General or in the decision of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury that warranted the 
execution of these contracts in the manner 
in which they were executed. 

The Hon. Kenneth Raynor, Solicitor of the 
Treasury, was next called by the prosecn- 
tion. He testified in effect that there is no 
statute which authorizes the Supervising 
Architect of the ‘Treasury o make contracts 
for and on behalf of the Government; that 
no money can be expended upon public 
buildings until the plans and estimates have 
been approved by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury; that the power to make contracts could 
not be delegated to Supervising Architects. 

Mr. Coleman then preferred rpecific 
charges against Hill of making extravagant 
contracts with Daniel French, son of As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury French, for 
furnishing statuary for the Philadelphia 
building, and asked the committee to order 
III to produce all papers bearing upon the 
matter. 

The committee so ordered, and adjourned.

THE HOMEOPATHS. 


Meeting of the American Institute at 
Niagara Falls, 

NIAGARA FALLs, N. V., June 19.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The fortieth anniversary and thirty- 
sixth session of the American Institute of 
Homeopathy convened here this morning. 
After prayer by the Rev. Mr. Rosenmuller. 
of St. Peter's Church, the President, Dr. 
Bushrod W. James, of Philadelphia, deliv- 
eved the annual address, in which he alluded 
to the new homeopathic hospitais, the re- 
cently organized homeopathic magazines, 
and the general progress which the science 
had made during the year last past. He also 
spoke of the extremists, giving his opinion 
to the effect that in the next century the ex- 
treme high and low potency advocate would 
no longer exist. Dr. James closedjiis address 
with an exhaustive review of the codal ques- 
tion. The point which he made in reference 
to the “no-consultation” clause in the allo- 
pathic code called forth applause. This 
was that the code was overlooked when the 
patients happened to be public men of im- 
portance, such as Beaconsfield and Garfield. 
Why, then, asked the President, should adis- 
tinction be made between such cases 
and those of humbler people? ‘The rest of 
the address was replete with good sugges- 
tions and interesting questions. 

A committee of three was appointed to 
consider them and report at the next session. 
The President appointed as an Auditing 
Committee for the ensuing year Dr. Smith of 
Cnieago, Chairman, Dr. Ormes, and Dr. P. 
G. Valentine. The Board of Publication 
Committees then reported through J. C. 
Burgher, the Chairman. Dr. H. D. Paine, 
the necrologist, made a report ot the deaths 
during the last year, which numbered 
twelve, seven of whom were seniors, the 
average being large. The Bureau of Or- 
ganization, Registration, and Statistics then 
reported by the Chairman, Dr. J. I. Talbot. 
A number of delegates from different State 
organizations presented reports, which in- 
cluded one from Dr. D. S. Smith, of Chicago. 

At the afternoon session the Bureau of 
Materia Medica reported by the Chairman, 
Dr. J. P. Dake, of Nashville, Tenn., who 
read by synopsis the papers of the different 
members of this bureau. An interesting pa- 
Dr. A. W. Woodward, ot Chicago, 
was one of the number. The Chairman of 
the Bureau of Pharmaceolocy being absent, 
Dr. C. Wessilhoeft, of Boston, read a paper 
on the solubility of glass, which was dis- 
cussed by Dr. Hawkes, of Chicago, and oth- 
ers. The Board of Censors reported, and 
twenty-live members were elected to the as- 
sociation. The reportof Chairman Dudley 
on medical literature was presented, 
and the meeting adjourned until 8 p. m.. 
when a synopsis of the paper of 
the Bureau of Classical Medicine was pre- 
sented, and papers were read by J. S. Miteh- 
ell. of Chicago, and others, and fully dis- 
cussed, the subject being * Malaria! Fevers.”’ 
The report of the Bureau of Medical Educa- 
tion was received, and the meeting adjourned 
to 1 o’elock Wednesday morning.

“ul, That, concerning the Red and Atcha- 
falaya Rivors, we deem it inexpedient and hurt- 
ful to the commercial taterests of the people of 
the Red River country aud those of its tributar- 
jes any attempt to divert the course of tbat 
rer away trom the Mississippi and that the 
waters of the Red saould be deflected from 
Atchafalaya. 

The statement is made that there is now in 
the State Treasury $160,000 received from the 
sale of swamp lands, which, under the law, 
is applicable to the construction of levees. 
The committee advise that this money be so 
applied.

Two Men Struck by Lightning at New Or- 
leans — Loss of Life Else- 
where. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Nearly Surrounded by 
Water—Tra@ic Suspended and Busi- 
ness Dull. 

St. Josxrn, Mo., June 19.—[Special.}]—St. 
Joseph is almost wholly shut out by water. 
The Kansas City, St. Joseph & Council 
Bluffs is running one train per day from 
Leavenworth to Council Bluffs. The time is 
very slow. The Hannibal & St. Joseph train 
due here at 8 in the morning arrived at 2 this 
afternoon. It came from Cameron to Atchi- 
son on the Rock Island, and from Atchison 
on their own track. About an hour after 
they passed over the Platte River bridge on 
the Rock Island it went down, and now the 
Hannibal has no outlet and is aban- 
doned, and no trains will be 
run until the Platte goes down, 
which covers the track between here and 
Cameron for 200 yards. The Wabash, St. 
Louis & Pacific ran all right yesterday be- 
tween here and Lexington Junction, but this 
morning the Platte came upon a boom and 
loosened the bridge at the Agency, and all 
operations on that road were abandoned. A 
construction train went down today to 
Agency to chain the bridge to keep it from 
floating away. It will be about Thursday, at 
present calculations, before any trains run 
on that road. The St. Joseph & Western is en- 
tirely abandoned. Every bridge between here 
and Grand Island is down, probably twen- 
ty miles of track arerunder water. It will be 
fully one week before that road will be in 
condition for traffic. The St. Joseph & Des 
Moines is also abandoned. Four bridges be- 
tween here and Albany are either down or 
in a precarious shape, and the track in sev- 
eral places is under water. Nothme can be 
done until late in the week on that line. 

On tie Kansas City. St. Joe & Council 
Biuffs a passenger-train with six coaches 
left at 4o0’clock this afternoon for Council 
Bluffs. It was loaded down with Sänger 

and there were three 

Omaha, Grand Isl- 
and, and Columbus, Neb. This is 
the first train North on that line since Satur- 
day. Notrains will be run at night until 
the waters recede. Tomorrow morning an- 
other train will leavefor the North.

Raliway Travel Almost Entirely 
Abandoned in the Viciaity of Atchi- 
son, Kas. 

Arcuison, Kas., June 19.—[Special.]—Al- 
though it has not rained in this immediate 
vicinity for two whole days the effects of the 
continued rain are just becoming known, 
though felt in influencing all railroad traffic 
for nearly four days. The Missouri River 
has risen about four feet since Saturday 
night, showing very nearly eighteen feet 
above low water. Theriver was six inches 
higher this morning, but at this hour is sta- 
tionary, with no further troubles looked for, 
as the raise is caused entirely by local rains 
pouring into the main river from many small 
tributaries, and is not known toextend higher 
up the stream than Nebraska City, where it 
marks three feet less than here. The Gov- 
ernment Engineer stationed here has sus- 
pended river inspection work, owing to high 
water. The St. Joe & Western has reported 
that twelve miles of track is out of line and 
washed away, while the Wathena Depot was 
carried a mile and a half by the flood and left 
in acorn-field. The Atchison & Nebraskais 
so badly demoralized that no trains have 
gone out or arrived since Saturday, and none 
will until Thursday. The Omaha extension 
of the Missouri Pacific is entirely abandoned, 
owing to breaks in dhe track, and 
the embankments are washed out, with 
several small bridges gone in Nebraska 
above Falls City. A train will endeavor to 
go as far as Hiawatha. Towards morning 
the Hannibal & St. Joe Road made an at- 
tempt to get to Cameron over the Rock 
Island track, but returned, owing to the un- 
safe condition of the -bride over the Platte 
River, the tracks being under water. The 
Rock Island is in the same condition, with 
two passenger-trains out between two tracks 
near Edgerton unable to get either way. 
Passengers of that line were sent to Kansas 
City from here via the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé. The Missouri Pacific east to Kan- 
sas City is still in poor shape, with no trains. 
One is expected onight at a late hour. 

At White Cloud the Atchison & Nebraska 
is covered with mud, débris, and landslides 
for a distance ot two miles, with culverts and 
bridges washed out. ‘The Central Branch 
bridges have all been repaired, though 
freights run slow and all passenger-trains 
are late. 

ln the vicinity of Centralia the rain was 
so heavy that farmers were compelled to 
leave their houses, as the lower stories were 
tilled. ‘The loss to stock and grain is great. 
Five miles of track was under water from 
that station to Irvington, covering the track 
so deep that the fires in the locomotives were 
put out. The depot platform there had to be 
anchored with ropes. 

Ata point six miles west of White Cloud 
a small cyelone appeared, entirely destroy- 
ing the two-story frame dwelling of Mrs. 
Harrison, damaging badly the Methodist 
Church, and unroofing the residence of W. 
P. Moore. 

The rain flooded Grasshopper Creek, the 
water coming up to the second story of the 
McQuigan mill, damaging and destroying the 
flour and grain, 

Near Omaha, on the extension, the track is 
six to seven feet under water. 

It is estimated that 300 passengers are now 
held in this city owmg to the interruption to 
the rallroad trains. The last approach of 
the bridge near Vermilion, on the Central 
branch, went out today, owing to the dam 
above giving away.

The Situation at Kansas City—The 
River eus Stand, 

Kansas Crry, Mo., June 19.—The situa- 
tion along the river is not materialiy changed 
today. The water has risen about eight 
inches since last night, and this evening 18 
nearly stationary. A dispatch from Browns- 
ville, below Plattsmouth, in Nebraska, says 
the river fell an inch and a halt there this 
afternoon. Most of the trains east and north 
are still interrupted. The Alton trains 
to Chicago and St. Louis are runnin 
as usual? also the Missouri Pacifie to St. 
Louis. The Hannibal sent out its passengers 
tonight, going four miles down the river by 
ferry to Kandolph and there transferring. 
There were no trains on the Rock Island to- 
night, although they came through this 
morning by a roundabout route. The Wa- 
bash, the Council Biuffs, and the Burlington 
to Denver bave been abandoned sinee Satur- 
day. The Missouri Pacitie track north has 
also been submerged. The resumption of 
trains will depend upon the rise or fall of 
the river. The damage except to railroad 
property 4 yet has been comparatively light. 

The river at 11 p, m. wastwenty-three feet 
by the bridge gage, the one heretofore used 
in these dispatches, and twenty-two feet 
eight inches by the Signat Service measure- 
ment, and Is now on a The damage 
by the storms of Saturday night and Sunday 
seems to have been chiefly in Southeastern 
Nebraska, where the loss to crops and 
bridges is said to be very great. Some parts 
of Northeastern Kansas and Northwestern 
Missouri algo suffered, but less seriously. In 
this vicinity the fruit crop was somewhat in- 
jured. But little damage to cereals has been 
reported. In the vicinity of Liberty, Mo., a

Two Men Struck by Lightning While 
Engaged in a Quarrel Near New or- 
leans. 

New Orgceans, La., June 19.—[Special.}— 
At Bay St. Louis, a suburb of this city on 
the Mississippi Sound, during a heavy 
thunder-storm about noon today two cattle 
dealers, Adam and Borden, were struck by 
the same bolt of lightning and instantly 
killed. The two men were standing under a 
pine sapling near the railroad depot engaged 
in a hot quarrel. Borden held a long 
butcher-knife in his hand ready to plunge it 
into the heart of his opponent, when the 
fatal bolt fell and ended the quarrel, so far 
as this world is concerned at least. The 
crown of Borden’s hat was burnt out, his 
whiskers were scorched, and there were two 
little black spots to be seen on his right 
shoulder. Otherwise he looks perfectly nat- 
tural, but Adam was as black as a nero, and 
his head was swollen as big as a water- 
inelon. The soles of Adams shoes were 
burned off, and some pieces of gold and sil- 
ver in his pocket were meited together. Bor- 
den was a resident of this place, ana Adam 
was one of largest stock-raisers in the coun- 
try. A colored man, ra servant of Adam, 
was stand some forty feet from the men 
when the lightning struck them. He re- 
ceived a severe shock and had the Boles of 
his metalic-screwed shoes torn off. 


Freaks of the Lightning in the Neigh- 
borhood of Latayette, Ind. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., June 19.—({Special. |— 
John Cumberson, of this city, had a lively 
experience Sunday while at Waldron, III., 
from the effects of which he has by no means 
fully recovered. In company with others 
Cumberson was occupying the club-house 
there. A storm was prevailing at the time. 
Cumberson was near the stove cutting kin- 
dling when an electric bolt struck the club- 
house, and descending the chimney glanced 
off to Cumberson's right knee, thence to his 
hip and lower extremities. He feil over, and 
it was fully an hour before he was resusci- 
tated. He was paintully burned on the arm 
and lower portion of the body, the flesh being 
left as raw as though the skin had been taken 
off with a heated iron. His clothing was 
torn to atoms and thrown over the 
room. His watch was stopped at the moment 
of the flash and his knife so magnetized that 
nails can be readily lifted with it. Strange 
to say, a revolver in Cumberson’s pocket was 
not injured. Prof. J. T. Merrill, of Lafay- 
ette, who was present, describes the flash, 
saying it looked precisely as though Camber- 
son had exploded. Mr. C. says he saw 
the flash, but heard no sound. His sensation 
was that he was soaring through the air un- 
able to help himself, although conscious all 
the while he was helpless. Prof. Merrill was 
shocked, but not stunned, and hif daughter, 
who was in the club-house, screamed, crying 
that her ears were burned off, but she proved 
to be unhurt. 


Additional Details of the Cyclone at 
Steubeuv lle, 0. 

STEUBENVILLE, O., June 19.— Hundreds of 
people visited the scene of the cyclone today 
and viewed with astonishment the destruc- 
tion of property in the city. The storm ap- 
pears to have formed about one mile west of 
here, in Union Cemetery, and moved east- 
ward until it reached the high hill overlook- 
ing the northern portion of the city, when it 
descended with terrific force, damaging and 
destroying almost everything in its path as it 


swept across the * a distance of half a 
mile, and plunged into the waters of 
Ohio, lifting them up in the shape of a water- 
spout to the hight of 100 feet. Today 
photographic views are be taken of the 
destruction. The loss is estimated at $12,000 
to $15,000. The most remarkable thing is the 
fact that no one was injured, though the 
storm passed over a thickly-inhabited part 
of the city, and its path swept, the finest 
residences.

Seneca, Kas., June 19.—Besides the loss 
of life reported from here last night, partic- 
ulars have been received of the drowning of 
the family of John Gribb, living north four- 
teen miles. During the flood Sunday morn- 
ing he attempted to leave his house with his 
wife and four children. The wagon was 
overturned by the current, and Mrs. Gribb 
and all her children drowned. This makes 
twelve lives lost Sunday.

AN HALLUCINATION. 


The Louisiana Minister Who Killed 
His Brother Preacher Was 


Possibly Crazy.

My daughter 
says she said nothing to Mr. Jenkins that he 
possibly could infer anything of the kind.” 

THE LADY’S STATEMENT. 

ALEXANDRIA, La., June 19.—A statement 
made by Miss Mary Butler is as follows: „I 
hereby deny having made at any time a con- 
fession to Mr. Ben T. Jenkins Jr. to the ef- 
fect that Mr. Borden had in any manner ill- 
treated me, only so far as shall be explained. 
When asked by Mr, Jenkens if Mr. Borden 
had treated me badly I told him yes. He 
then asked me what way. I told him, ‘I 
can’t tell, but you can think any way you 
wish.’ The only indignity ever offered 
by Borden to me was in the library 
about ten days ago, when I was there for 
some books, when he approached me and at- 
tempted to put his hands upon me, and I im- 
mediately left the room and was never in his 
presence alone again during the remainder 
of my stay at Mansfield. This conduct of 
Mr. Borden to me was never mentioned to 
any one but my mother.”

In Mayor Harri- 
rison’s indecent haste to nullify the Harper 
License law he yesterday trampled under 
foot no less than 2,500 times the existing laws 
regulating thé issuance of saloon licenses. 
The ordinances provide that every per- 
son wanting a license shall first ap- 
ply to the Mayor in writing and fur- 
nish evidence that he is a proper person to 


‘be so favored. It is not on record anywhere 


that any one of the 2,500 who rushed to the 
City Clerk yesterday for a license made the 
application required, nor is it a fact that the 
Mayor satisfied himself that any one 
of the applicants was a fit and proper 
person. The ordinance provides that the 
Mayor shall approve the regulation bond 
of $500 and the indemnity bond of $3,000, 
His Honor did nothing of the kind. The 
law was evaded in every particular. Some 
2,500 saloonists passed in to the City Clerk 
what purported to be a bond and $103 in 
currency. Each one received a license in 
return, and there was no more formality 
about it than is needed in the purchase 
of a ticket at a theatre. The ordinances 
were criminally ignored by the officials, who. 
two months ago took a solemn oath to carry 
them out to the best of their knowledge and 
ability. It is the first step which costs, 
Officials have been impeached and ignomin- 
jously. punished for a less wholesale viola- 
tion of law than was berpetspted yesterday 
by Mayor Harrison. 
— = 
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A BENEFICIAL LIQUIDATION. 

The weakness in quotations on the Chicago 
Board of Trade continued yesterday. Wheat, 
though unsettled, was notas depressed as 
provisions. Pork declined heavily during 
the hours of regular trading, and afterwards 
was offered privately from one office to an- 
other at liberal concessions on the closing 
quotations of the market. Lard went the 
same way. The failures that had been defi- 
nitly announced were recruited with vague 
rumors of others to follow. It was current- 
ly reported that very heavy calls for margins 
had been made after 2 o’clock which were 
not likely to be honored, though the extent 
of such defaults could not be told until to- 
day. 

These are the natural results of so severe 
a collapse as that of last week. When 
millions disappear in the vortex of insolvent 
speculation equilibrium cannot be restored 
in a moment. The confidence of bankers, 
of traders, of speculators, of consumers, when 
shaken by such a shock, needs a little time 
in which to reconstruct itself. But the fail- 
ures that have followed the great crash of 
last week have not been important except 
to the unfortunate persons directly con- 
cerned, and there is no sign that the present 
uncertainty is anything but the natural 
after-clap of the McGeogh failure. The Chi- 
cago Board and the banks that back it have 
this great advantage over the banks and 
dealers of any other great centre: they deal 
in commodities that have a cash value in any 
condition of the money market or general 
business. During the panic of September, 
1873, greenbacks flowed in a steady stream to 
this city for the purchase of food, when no 
offer, however tempting, of the commodities 
of the New York Stock Exchange could al- 
lure currency out of its retreats. 

As te values, we have no opinion to ex- 
press. The board has a tolerably efficient 
way of settling that question for itself and 
the rest of the world by the practical test of 
selling and buying. The Mark Lane Er- 
press has recently called attention to the 
falling off in the afrivals of American wheat 
in England. Its figures needed to be cor- 
rected by an allowance for the exports of 
American flour, which is manutactured 
wheat. But after making all we can of 
this, it still remains true that England is 
taking more than usual of its supplies from 
other nations—India, for instance—and less 
from us. Our New York dispatches recent- 
ly called attention to the remarkably small 
number of vessels that had sailed this year 
from that port with cargoes of food for our 
foreign customers. This state of affairs has 
been charged to the account of the artjficial 
prices created on the Board of Trade by 
speculating and cornering syndicates. One 
excellent result of the liquidation of this 
unnatural business will be the restoration 
of the foreign markets to our producers. 

It is to the interest of Chicago that the 
Western farmer should have the highest pos- 
sible price for his products. This hive of 
city population lives off the farmer. Great 
hirt has been done to the farmers of this 
country by the manipulations of prices on 
the Board of Trade, which have driven our 
foreign consumers to go elsewhere for their 
wheat. These manipulations have made it 
one of the principal questions of the East 
Indiaa policy of the British Government how 
to increase the transportation facilities of the 
Hindoos so as to enable them by virtue of an 
American cheapness of freights to undersell 
the American farmer. 

The American cannot raise wheat as cheap- 
ly as the Hindoo who sleeps on a mud floor 
under a thatch, or, as millions of them do, 
under the canopy of the moon alone. But 
he sold it cheap enough to command the 
markets of the world until the swindling 


prices demanded by the cornering miilion- 


aires of our board compelled the fragal peo-

THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL AS NULLI~ 
FIERS 


The Council proceedings at the last meet- 
ing of that body furnished a peculiar ijlus- 
tration of the Harrisonian theories of munic- 
ipal government. An ordinance was pend- 
ing which had been prepared by the saloon- 
ists especially with a view to defeating the 
operation of the new license law which goes 
into effect July 1 to save the groggeries from 
paying the fee which that law exacts and to 
cheat the city.out.of a million dollars of rev- 
enue. The Mayor used his power as presid- 
ing officer of the Council to help rush 
through the proposed ordipance, and, hav- 
ing succeeded in that, he drew from his 


| pocket instantly an enormously lang veto 
message, prepared in advance of the passage 


of the ordinance, in which he disapproved of 
the measure which he had urged forward, 
and mainly on the ground that “it had the 
appearance of being an attempt to evade a 
law of the State.” This would seem to have 
been sufficient contradiction for one session, 
but the Mayor further proceeded to recom- 
mend the passage of another ordinance with 
precisely the same aim and purpose, and 
only differing in that it sueests a different 
date for the commencement of the license 
year. This second ordinance was railroaded 
through the Council and signed immediately. 
It reads as follows: 

Sec. 1. That Sec. 1.882 of the muniMpal code 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to 
read as foilows: 

Spec. 1.832. Every such license hereafter grant- 
ed. unless sooger revoked, shail expire the trst 
Monday of April next thereafter.. For every 


such licease issued hereafter and prior toJuly 1. 
1883, tnere shall be paid the sum of $105. 


On its face this means $103 for nine months, 
which is at the rate of $136 a year, or $14 
less than the State law requires for beer and 
$364 less than it demands for whisky. The 
Council has thus passed an ordinance sub- 
sequent to the enactment of the State law 
authorizing saloonists to traffic in intoxicat- 
ing liquors until the ist of April, 1884, upon 
paying a license fine of $108. But the State 
law passed previous to the enactment of that 
citv ordinance declares that no person in the 
State of Itlinois shall have the privilege of 
vending whisky after July 1, 1583, except 
upon paying $500, or beer upon paying 8150. 
This law, called the Harper bill,“ ten days 
hence becomes a part ot the charter of the 
City of Chicago and of every other city and 
town in Illinois, and repeals or sets aside so 
much of the existing charters as come in 
conflict with it, 

The only authority the City Council of Chi- 
cago has for levying a license fine on dealers 
in intoxicants is derived from the laws of the 
State, and whatever changes of such laws 
may be made by the General Assembly are 
binding on the Chicago Council and all other 
Councils in the State. For the Chicago Coun- 
cil to pass an ordinance granting saloonists 
authority to sell intoxicating liquor on terms 
and conditions which purposely conflict with 
and violate the State law is not only an inso- 
lent but ridicalous attempt at nulliäcauon. 

The Chicago Common Council is the creat- 
ure of Stage law, and it can enact no legal or- 
dinance which conflicts with the laws of the 
State. It has no powers or functions except 
those conferred upon it by the General As- 
sembly of Lilinois. It can doonly what is per- 
mitted by law; and as the law changes so its 
powers change. The Council can authorize 
persons to vend intoxicating drinks on the 
terms vréscribed by the Legislature, but on 
no other. Wherever the- ordinance differs 
with the State law it must give way; where 
it conflicts therewith it is null and void. No 
sound lawyer will dispute these propositions. 

It is an entirely unique experience in gov- 
ernment for the Mayor and Council of a city 
to conspire together for the nullification of a 
State law to the detriment of their own com- 


; munity and for the benefit of dealers in in- 


toxicating drinks. But this is precisely what 
has occurred in Chicago. 


— — — — — — 


HESING’S THREE REASONS. 

Mr. A. C. Hesing has explained to his Ger- 
man friends through the columns of his 
paper, the Staats-Zeitung, how it was that 
the Harper High-License bill came to pass 
the Legisiature. Mr. Hesing gives a number 
of inside and outside reasons, which are not 
particularly important except as posthumous 
explanations and laments. The most im- 
portant of them are three in number. 

1. Mr. Hesing is astonished that more work 
‘was not done to defeat the Harper bill. 
Says Mr. Hesing: 


As far as I know I was the only citizen and 
business-man who took sufficient interest in the 
question to work, without waiting to be asked, 
as best I could for the defeat of the Harper bill 
and to help the saloonkeepers. 


He is confident that if others had worked 
like himself, if he wholesale dealers and 
jobbers, the cigar manufacturers, the butch- 
ers, and glassware dealers,” had showed up 
in Springfield, if “ the citizens of influence” 
had been on the ground, the Harper bill 
would have been defeated. Let Mr. Hesing 
possess his soul in patience and stay himself 
with flagons of foaming beer. As none of 
these parties he mentions were sufliciently in 
fuvor of low license to do anything, of course 
they could not under any circumstances have 
been his allies. Even if they had been op- 
posed to whe bill, even if there had been 
more work done, it would have made but 
little difference, for there were six or eight 
more Democrats who were relied upon in 
an emergency to vote fer the Harper Dill. 
They did not care to appear on the record 
against their party unless it was absolutely 
necessary. So long as they knew the bill was 
sure to pass they did not feel that they were 
called upon to expose themselves to abuse. 
If the bill had been in real danger they 
would have come to its rescue. 

2. Mr. Hesing is sure that the Harper bill 
would have been defeated if the German 
beer-drinkers, the brewers, and the larger 
saloonkeepers had not been so indifferent. 
Mr. Hesing does not understand, and proba- 
bly never will understand, that the Germans 
as a class were not opposed to a $150 license 
on a beer saloon, and consequently were not 
going to spend money or work for low li- 
cense.. The German beer-drinkers saw that 
no question of personal liberty was involved 
in the passage of the bill, and that they had 
no interest in defeating it: but, on the other 
hand, its passage would lighten taxes and 
perhaps improve the quality of beer by con- 
centrating its sale into the hands of more re- 
sponsible saloonists. It is the little doggeries 
that sell poor, stale, unfresh, and adulterated 
beer. : 

Perhaps, also, Mr. Hesimg will never un- 
derstand why aGerman brewer should not 
object to a tax of $150 on beer when whisky 
is taxed $500, but the German brewer if 
called upon can explain to him in a very few 
minutes of figuring where and how the prof- 
its will be increased, and how the discrimina- 
tion is going to increase the sale of lager in 
proportion as the high tax on whisky reduces 
the number of shops dealing in it. 

3. The third reason alleged by Mr. Hesing 
is at least a naive one for such an old cam- 
paigner to offer. He says: 


Somebody seems to have been too stingy. As I 
Was told by Senator White. who is generally 
well pusted on such matters, $2,500 would bave

ers’ Association, who were called upon for

ways opposed to spending money for the 
purpose of forcing legislation”! As Mr. 
Hesing says he went down to Springfield as 
a private citizen and purely on high moral 
grounds, he may be astounded o know that 
the saloonkeepers and other thrice-tapped 
victims sent down many times more than 
the sum mentioned, but that it was placed in 
the hands of knaves or dolts, who squandered 
or pocketed it all, not in places where 
it would do “the most good,” but 
just where it did wo good at all. 
Mr. Hesing’s three reasons perhaps are 
ingenious, but they are not sufficient to ac- 
count for the failure to defeat the Harper 
bill. The simple fact was, that publie opin- 
ion demanded the enactment of a high- 
license law. It was so strong as to break 
through all party lines, Hybrid Haines and 
the Liquor League found that they could not 
make low license a party caucus measure. 
A majority of the Democrats of the rural 
districts wanted the Harper bill passed, 
and they were determined that it should 
be passed, and they saw td it that enough 
Democratic votes were furnished to pass 
it. Hybrid Haines and his Liquor League 
were powerless to stop the bill. Another 
$2,500 sent down would not have checked 
its progress.through the Legislature, as the 
power behind it could not be arrested by any 
amount of whisky-bribe money. 

7 DORSEY ON LOGAN. 

Stephen W. Dorsey has played many parts 
on the stage of life. He was a house-painter; 
he became a land-grabber; he was made a 
Senator; he developed into a National poll- 
ticlan with proellvities for secrét campaign 
work; he inclined to star-route contracts, 
and brought up in the criminal dock under 
indictment. He has been acquitted, but he 
is not content with freedom. He is bound to 
die in a rage, “like a polsoned rat in a 
hole.“ 

Gen. Logan has had the good fortune to 
incur tue bitter enmity of Mr. Stephen W. 
Dorsey, It ls better to be born lucky than 
rich,” says an old saw. Gen. Logan seems 
to have been born “lucky.” Dorsey says 
Gen. Logan is “an ambitious hypocrit.” 
‘Where is the aspiring Republican politician 
who would not give all his old shoes, 80 to 
speak, to be denounced as an ambitious 
hypocrit” by Dorsey? Mr. Blaine should 
spare time from his literary labors to in- 
sult” Dorsey. If John Sherman could find 
it in his heart to intimate that Dorsey is not 
the tyightest example of purity and virtue 
for the youth of the country to build their 
lives upon it would be the best job ot fence- 
mending he ever achieved, Conkling might 
almost set himself up in business by a well- 
directed sneer at the acquitted star-router. 
In the hate of Dorsey there are immense pos- 
sibilities of political recuperation. 

It is not necessary to be savage in assault- 
ing Dorsey; it is not even necessary to as- 
saulthim at all. The man who, has an op- 
portunity to compliment Dorsey and neg- 
lects it wins his displeasure. But the man 
who compliments another and fails to in- 
clude Dorsey in the eulogistie resolution 
writes. his own political death-warrant 
With the remains of that man Dorsey will 
mop the floor; of that person’s political fort- 
unes there shall not, says Mr. Dorsey, be a 
grease-spot left. 

The man who thanks Hooker and does not 
thank me for the dirty and mean work I did 
in Indiana incurs my undyieg rage, exclaims 
Mr. Dorsey. A more treacherous and big- 
ger demagog does not exist than the senior 
Senator from Illinois,” says Dorsey. If he 
should get the Presidential nomination next 
year, I will give him one of the worst rack- 
ets that evera politician got in this coun- 
try,“ concludes the ex-star-router. To be 
hated to this degree by the most noted rascal 
in a community of fifty million people is no 
small distinction, 

Mr. Dorsey’s attitude of uncompromising 
hostility towards Gen. Logan is not illogical. 
Most Democrats hate him, and presumably 
Mr. Dorsey contemplates joining the Demo- 
cratic party. As a preliminary to that step 
denunciation of Logan willinsure Dorsey a 
warm welcome. The Democratic party is 
the appropriate place for Dorsey; from the 
prisoner’s dock to its fold is Dutastep, But 
it will be dificult—nay, impossible—for tlre 
Republican party to supply Dorsey’s place. 
Dorsey speaks tenderly of he mean and 
dirty work” he was charged with doing in 
Indiana, and expresses the opinion that he 
was “entitled to some little recognition” for 
it.

We have no doubt Mayor Harrison is 
greatly elated over his expedient for nullify- 
ing the State law as superior to that suggest- 
ed by the saloon-ridden Aldermen in the 
Council. Asa matter of fact, there is prac- 
tically no difference in the two schemes, and 
Harrison’s plan will fail as completely as the 
Council plan would have failed, and for ex- 
actly the same reason—viz.: conflict with the 
State law. 

A license issued to a saloonist for a year, 
or any other term, is nota contract binding 
upon the city, as the Supreme Court has de- 
clared. It carries with it no agreement that 
an additional fee may not be assessed by the 
State before the expiration of the period 
named in the license. The city charter and 
municipal ordinances are merely subordinate 
to the State laws. When the new license- 
law of the State shall go Into effect July 1 
all parts of the city charter (the General In- 
corporation act) and all ordinances which 
are inconsistent with the new law will be 
null and void. The ordinance passed 
by the Council and approved by the 
Mayor Monday evening will come under 
this head. If the Council shall pass a new 
ordinance after July 1, adopting the new 
license rates, then the saloons which shail 
take out licenses conforming to its terms and 
pay the new rates to the City Treasurer 
will be legally protected in selling intoxicat- 
ing liquor. All other dramshops will be 
outside the pale of the law, and will be sub- 
ject to prosecution and fine for selling liquor 
without a legal license. If the Council shall 
fail to pass a new ordinance complying with 
the new State law, then no saloons in Chi- 
cago will have a legal permit 40 sell liauo 
after July I, and every one of them will be 
subject to the fines and penalties of selling 
liquor without a license. These are set forth 
in the statute, as follows:

Harrison’s ordinance does not change the 
situation in any respect. ‘To the extent that 
it may encourage saloonkeepers to come in 
promptly and pay over $103 into the City 
Treasury for new licenses nobody will ob- 
ject to it. But they will all be liable for the 
license fees fixed by the State law after July 
1 Just the same as if no recent ordinance had 
been passed. Ifthe Common Council shall 
fajl to pass a new ordinance permitting them 
to take outa license upon the newecondi- 
tions, or if they shall refuse to avail them- 
selves of such a privilege, the Citizens’ 
League will institute a-series of continuous 
prosecutions for selling liquor without @ law- 
ful license, which will result in the end in 
making the saloonkeepers pay not merely 
the new license fees, but also the fines, the 
attorneys’ charges, and the cost of litigation 
which may accumulate in the atiempt to 
evade the law. . 


Mr. Evans, the gentleman from Ken- 
tueky, who was recently appointed Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, is making him- 
self disliked in certain quarters by the sum- 
mary removal of several of his subordinates, 
who have been connected with the depart- 
ment for several years, and who, it is fair te 
presume, know more about its practical work- 
ings than he. The Commissioner frankly 
stated yesterday that a former employé, who 
had been dismissed under the previous ad- 
ministration, had been reinstated because he 
was a friend of mine.” To provide for the. 
reinstatement one of the best-equipped men 
in the service was discharged. In the light 
of the support which the President is givisg 
to an honest trial of civil-service reform, the 
action of Mr. Evans suggests an imperti- 
nence very unbecoming in the head of a bu- 
reau. It is, mereover, scandalous, and, 
should it fail to receive a fitting rebuke, will 
have the effect of inspiring the ‘belief among 
the people that the Administration is not se- 
rious in its advocacy of reform in the civil 


service.

One of the most important and beneficial 
acts of the late Legislature was its passage 
of the Compulsory Education bill, which has 
been introduced and fought over at so many 
previous sessions. The bill provides that 
persons having the control or charge of any 
child or children between the ages of 8 and 
14 shall send such child or children to a pub- 
lie school at least twelve weeks in each 
school-year, and imposes a penalty of not less 
than $5 nor more than $90 for a failure 
to comply with its provisions. The bill is an 
excellent one so far as it zoes, but does not 
go far enough, It might be objected to it 
that twelve weeks a year is too short a time, 
and that the age of 14 is too early to with- 
draw some pupils. The limit should have 
been fixed, not at an absolute age, but by the. 
acquirement of a certain amount of educa- 
tion. Still it is a great victory for educ ation. 
The first step in a long and hard-fought bat- 
tle has been won, and we may look to the 
future to perfect the measure, 


Tue plea which Mayor Harrison made in 
behalf of the saloonkeepers during the course 
of his veto message is not worthy of serious 
consideration. The sellmg of intoxicants 18 
treated by all civilized Governments, by the 
laws of Illinois, and by the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of this State as a quast nui- 
sance, subject to regulation and restriction. 
Those who go into the business do so with 
the full knowledge of this fact. If the new 
lawshall result in an abatement of a thousand 
of these nuisances and drunkard factories, 
and if every one of the saloonkeepers thus 
crowded out of business become a charge 
upon the community (which is not to be ap- 
prehended), even then the community will 
be the gainer, for the number of drunkards, 
loafers, paupers, roughs, and thieves will be 
reduced in still larger proportion. As an 
apologist for the doggeries Harrison is a 
failure, and his attempt to enable them to 
defy and override the State law for nearly a 
year will prove abortive,

Since Jay Gould has obtained the control of 
Western Union he bas burdened it with the guar- 
antee of 5 per cent dividends on $14,000,000 of 
cable stock, and a “construction account Has 
appeared for the first time in its finances. Peo- 
ple who remember the part played by construc- 
tion accounts in the ruin of the Erie Road will 
know what this account portends without fur- 
ther explanation. Before the Evglisb investors 
buy Western Union freely on any assurance that 
it may be regarded as a sure payer of dividends 
on the volume of its present stock they shouid 
consider that the question of the legality ofa 
large part of the present issue is still in litiga- 
tion in the courts of New York. They should 
also carefully study the fate of the British buy- 
ers of Wabash preferred on the assurance of 
the Gould syndicate that it was to be always 
good for 6 per cent a year.

FRENCH CON QU HST. 
WHAT A CHINESE WAR MEANS. 

Pants, June 10.— [Special Cable,.)—The 
Marquis Tseng, who arrived here yesterday 
trom St. Petersburg, has sent for your cor- 
respondent, and made the following, com- 
munication: “Lt will call 
attention to the fact that should 
France force China into war then it 
is searcely possible that with the 
best intentions in the world the Chinese 
could make any distinction between naston- 
alities. The terrible consequences of war 
would fall upon all Western foreigners 
alike, Englishmen, Frenchmen, Americans, 
and Germans would all be placed in the same 
category by the peopte of China, who apply 
to all the designation of yang jen,” or 
“men from beyond the sea.” 

In reply to my inquiry whether there had 
been any change in the situation since his 
Excellency stated his views so fully and 
clearly to the St. Petersburg correspond- 
ent, the Secretary of the Embassy 
said: “ No; none whatever, Our official dis- 
patches concerning Tonquin—dispatches of 
the utmost importance—were delivered at 
the French Ministry of Foreign Affairs over 
ayearago,and remain to this day unan- 
swered.”’ 

To the question whether communications 
continue on matters not pertaining to Ton- 
quin, the answer was made: “Yes. The 
French Government oceasionly asks us to 
perform some service or accord some 
favor in other parts of the Em- 
pire. Such dispatches are the only ones 
that we ever receive, and they are at oace an- 
swered by us: but not one of our dispatches 
on Tonquin has been officially noticed by 
the French for over a year. The Chinese 
Government cannot believe that 
the great body of the French na- 
tion wish to fight China or make the 
peeuliar sacrifices in commerce, etc., which 
war would involve. Suppose China were 
simply to say to France, We now break off 
all diplomatie relations with you,’ the 
Fremen Consuls would in that case have 
to haul down their flags, and all 
French merchants and missionaries would 
have to quit the country, while China would 
mass her troops in the southern provinces 
next to Annaw and await eventualities.“ 
Marquis Tseng lays stress on the conse 
quences of deing jn Annam what Russia did 
ip Servia. Ihe diplomatic correspondence, 
copies of which were shown to me, prove 
that diplomacy is the forte of China- 
men. One can quite understand 
that the envoy is having much the 
best of it, and itis little wonder that his 
logical and conclusive dispatches remain un- 
answered. Marguis Tseng speaks’ two lan- 
guages, Chinese and English, and is igno- 
rant, or pretends to be ignorant, of French. 
He employs an interpreter with French- 
men. 

The Marquis Tseng, Chinese Embassador, 
will have an interview with Prime-Minister 
Ferry today. 

Thirty-five hundred French troops and

A Ward-Worker in Cincinnati Fatally 
Shot at a Democratic Primary 
by a Notorious Alder- 
man. ; 

Crxctnnatt, O., June 19. — [Special.}] — 
Alderman John Kelly, notorious as a fighter 
amd shooter, this evening in front of the 
Gift’s engine-house shot and fatally wounded 
James Toal, there being so far as is known 
no cause for the deed. It was shortly after 
6 o’clock, and the Democratic primaries were 
being held. A large crowd was present. In 
the throng was Jim Toal, who is not 
unknown iff local politics, and who is a 
familiar character about town. He was in 
the bes. of spirits, but was not at al! intoxi- 
cated, although he may have been drinking. 
While the unterrified were busily casting 
their ballots for their favorit delegates, Ald. 
John Keliy came up and took his place upon 
the outskirts of the crowd. He was wearing 
a new straw hat, as was Toal, and the latter, 
Seeing it, advanved with a laugh and, as a 
joke, took Kelly’s hat from his head and at- 
tempted to replace it with hisown. Take 
care!” cried the Alderman. 

Let's trade hats,” was the smiling re- 
sponse. See how you look in mine,” and 
once again he tried to put his hat upon the 
other’s head. 

Now, don’t get smart,” said Kelly, with 
an oath. 

'm only joking’; and Toal showed how 
Kelly’s hat fitted him. 

“Don’t fool with me!” ejaculated the 
other, and his right hand slowly sought his 
hip pocket. Toal saw the movement, but 
thinking Kelly was only in fun he merely 
laughed. This seemed to irritate the Alder- 
man, and while Toal was still laughing he 
drew a revolver—a 4+-calibre of the bull-dog 


variety. At the sight of the gleaming pistol- | 


barre! Toal’s face grew grave. He stopped 
laughing and shrank back. 

There's going to be trouble!” cried a 
voice from the throng, and like a wave the 
crowd rolled beck, leaving the two men 
standing in clear space. 

UNPROVOKED MURDER. ' 

It was only for a brief second, hardly long 
enough for one to breathe, yet there was 
time enough for the grim picture to be in- 
delibly impressed on the memory of all those 
who saw it. Kelly stood with his right arm 
raised, with the glittering weapon tightly 
clinched in his hand. He took, steady, de- 
liberate aim, and the quick sharp re 
port of the pistol aroused the crowd 
to the fact that it was not a 


‘pieture upon which they looked, but a 


tragedy. Detectives Mead and White were 
standing directly behind Kelly, but they 
kpew nothing of what was going on until 
they heard the shot. 

When they turned they saw Kelly stand- 
ing with the weapon still raised in bis hand. 
He appeared in his excitement to have lost 
all control of himself, and was evidently on 
the point of firing for the second 
time. With one spring Detective 
Mead was close behind him 
and had grasped the hand in which the re- 
volver was clutched. He was nong too soon, 
as just at that moment the hammer fell, and 
catching the flesh between his first finger and 
thumb, made an ugly bruise. At the same 
moment Mead caught elly the other 
detective wrenched the pistol from 
his grasp. Kelly seemed to de per- 
fectly wild. For a moment he struggled 
in the vise-like grip of the detective, and 
then, seeing-who it was, he said: Oh, it’s 
you, is it, Mead? I'll go to the station with 
you.” Thenacrowd of lice officers and 
citizens closed about the bloodthirsty Alder- 
man, and he was escorted to the Central 
Police Station, where he was locked Gp On 
the charge of shooting with intent to kill. 
On the way he said to Mead that Ile and 
Toal were not friends.” 

Meanwhile the wounded man had stag- 
gered back, and it seemed as if he was about 
to fall. He recovered himself, however, and 
was taken by Lieut. Meara to Dr. Jenkins’ 
oftice. The physician pronounced his wound 
mortal. Toul had left home at 8 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and had driven his sister to 
the Convent of Notre Dame, on Sixth street, 
where she graduated, taking gold medal. He 
had promised to return to the convent for her 
at 6 o’clock, but when the hour came he did 
not appear, and so the girl walked home 
alone. But hardly had she arrived when her 
brother, who had left her so short a time be- 
fore. was carried into the house, wounded to 
death. Mrs. Toal and Mrs. Kelly, the mother 
of Ald. Kelly, are warm friends, having 
known each other for years. They are mem- 
pers of the same church, and they are both 
widows.

make up an independent ticket or in 
dorse those candidates who pledge their 
support to the bill The Prohibition 
elenient is growing very strong in Baltimore, 
and tne present movement will be a for- 
midable one. Thirteen out of the twen- 
ty-fbree counties of the State now have local- 
option or prohibitory laws, and the Prohibi- 
tionists think they can carry eight out of the 
twenty wards of the city.

JOHN DEVOY, 
CONVICTED OF CRIMINAL LIBEL. 

New York, June 19.—[Special,|—Joha 
Devoy, the editor of the Irish Nation, con- 
Victed yesterday of libeling August Belmont, 
was sentenced to sixty days’ imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. When Devoy was asked: 
“ What have you to say why sentence of the 
court should not be pronounced on you ?” 
he answered, in the course of a short speech: 
“The gentleman who conducted the prose- 
cution was doing it on the part of the people, 
and to a mere layman like me it seemed a 
great deal out of place that the sole obiect 
of the prosecution should be a vindication of 

zelmont. Il claim the verdict did not vindi- 
cate Belmont, but simply the law, and has 
shown that I was less careful than I should 
have been had 1 known the law better, It 
has left Belmont, with regard to this fund, 
exactly where he stood before these proceed- 
ings began. It does not prevent me from 
discharging any duty, either as a public 
journalist or as an Irish National- 
ist, that Belmont’s conduct may de- 
mand of me. ask no favor 
of Belmont. I owe nothing to him, and 1 
hope whatever your Honor does will be in 
consequence of the merits of the case and 
not upon the recommendation made by Bel- 
mont’s counsel at the close of the proceed- 
ines. I will hold Belmont responsible— 
whether legally or not—I hold him morally 
responsible for the loss of that money— 
responsible to the Irish people, just 


as much as .when John O’ Mahoney 
went to his grave, and any action that may 
be necessary to be taken in the future, I will 
not feel deterred from trying to get that 
money restored. In writing that article, 1 
was not actuated by malice. I regret noth- 
ing that 1 have said, and I retraet nothing, 
but | wish my language had been more tem- 
perate.“ 
IN PRISON. 

After leaving court Mr. Devoy was taken 
to the Tombs, accompanied by his friend, 
Mr. E. L. Carey. He seated himself in the 
prison hall, had very little to say to any one, 
and commenced to read the evening papers 
with the interested air of an editor, Mr. 
Devoy had been in the jall near an hour 
when Deputy-Sheriffs Brown and Stein ar- 
rived and produced a copy of the 
sentence, and they also signed a receipt 
to Warden Finn for Mr, Devoy’s body. 
Mr. Devoy arose, and in company 
with two friends, followed the officers to the 
street, where a Fourth avenue ear was 
stopped, and the party got aboard. There 
was no- demonstration whatever, and no 
sympathizers gathered about the Tombs to 
witness the departure. The officers | with 
their prisoner attracted no more attention 
than any party of gentlepen would on their 
way up-town. When Twenty-sixth street 
was reached the party walked quietiy down 
to the East River, where they got on board 
the 1:30 official steamer for Bilackwell’s 
Island. At the penitentiary they were 
met by Warden Fox, where the 
usual forms were gone throug? 
and Mr. Devoy parted with the officers. 0 
was then furnished a bath, had his hair cut, 
and was supplied with a striped suit. He 
went through the trying ordeal quietly, and 
had very little to gay. It is a mooted point 
whether those not convicted of crime can be 
put into the degrading prison dress. 


CHARLEY BACKUS., 
THE VETERAN MINSTREL DYING. 

New York, June 19.—[Special,}|—Charley 
Backus, the famous negro minstrel, and 
member ot the firm of Birch & Backus, is 
dying among his friends at No. 246 West 
Forty-fourth street. He has been uncon- 
scious for twenty-four hours, and his death 
is momentarily expected. His trouble is 
Bright's disease of the kidneys, and it is said 
that almost every vital organ of the body is 
paralyzed. Mr. Backus is in his Soth year. 
Hie was born in Rochester. is the son of Dr. 
Backus, of this city, and his family 
connections and antecedents among the 
best in that part of the State. 
He made his first appearance on the stage in 
amateur entertainments in his native town. 
His first professional appearance was at the 
old Centre Street Theatre, Cleveland, where, 
as Jerry Clip in che Widow’s Victim,’ he 
gave an exhibiuon of his powers of imitation 
which caused a theatrical sensation. This 
whsin 1851. Later he went to California, 
and aftera time went to Australia, and 
retfirning to this country, located 
in New York, where he became 
a partner in the minstrel firm of 
Birch, Wambold, Bernard & Backus. This 
was the origin of the San Francisco Minstrels. 
He was thrice married. Five years ago he 
married a lady from Niagara Falis. In 1870 
Backus went to England.and appeared in St. 
James’ Hall, London. He sprang into pop- 
ular favor at once. He was made acquaint- 
ed with the Prince of Wales, the Ear! of 
Northumberland, the Marquis of Queensber- 
ry, and others of distinction in royalty and 
politics, and the reports of his funny sayings 
and doings even crept into so sedate a jour- 
nal as the London Times. He left London 
in the glow of his popularity and returned to 
New York, where he and Billy Birch revived 
the San Francisco Minstrels and have since 
remained,

Counties not 
showing increase are comparatively new, 80 
that the acreage shown in them is of this 
year’s breaking. In Northern Dakota the 
grain is almost exclusively wheat, the 
climate and early fall being too vigorous for 
corn, while in Central and South Dakota di- 
versified farming is practiced, showing a 
variety of crops as in the older States. 

Corn-planting bas been delayed 2 | rains 
and cold weather, but old ground has all 
been planted, and the color of the stalks, 
which on some fields has shown a yellowish 
cast, is now becoming a healthy green, and 
promises an average yield at least. 

On new ground flax has been very exten- 
sively put in, as also in places where the 
farmer bas been delayed beyond the season 
for planting corn. 

The acreage of oats has been increased 
over last vear 25 per cent, and the barley 
acreage 15 per cent, but of clover there are 
not 200 acres in the Territory. 

For root crops, including potatoes, onions, 
turnips, etc., Southern Dakota surpasses any 
of the older States. 

Owing to the warm soil and a small amount 
of sand contained in it, melons of large size 
and fine flavor are produced abundaatly. 

Fruit culture is still in its iniancy, but 
young orchards of apples, plums, and cher- 
ries, which have been blossoming this spring, 

rove that nardy varieties of these fruits can 

successsfully cultivated in the southern 
portion of the Te ritory. 

The annexed table shows the wheat acre- 
age of different counties. The increased 
acreage over last year is 40 per cent. Where 
no increase is shown the acreage is mostly 
ofthis year’s breaking. Other counties have 
not yet reported:

THE ASHLAND HORROR. 


Utter Failure of the Attempt to Prove 
Up the Murder on Two Innocent Ne- 
groes, 

CATLETTSBURG, Ky., June 19.— [Special. ]— 
The dirtiest piece of detective work on record 
has just ended here today by the acquittal of 
William Direly, whom Alf W. Burnett, of 
Charleston, W. V., arrested at Columbus, O., 
last Wednesday, brought here, placed in 
jail, and was tried before Judge McCall for 
the murder of Emma Carigo and Fannie and 
Robbie Gibbons at Ashland the night of 
Dec. 24, 1881. The perpetrators of this the 
most horrible deed ever committed in this 
country, William Neal and Ellis Craft, have 
had three fair and impartial trials, and 
are now in Lexington Jail awaiting the sen- 
tence which they rightly deserve. So much 
has been said and written and so many lives 
sacrificed for these two fiends that their 
names are as familiar as that of Guitean. 
Wishing to gain notoriety, Alf Burnett, 
about three weeks ago, with the assistance 
of a reporter anda negro named Marshall 
Cabell, also a detective of West Virginia, 
undertook to prove that Craft and Neal were 
innocent men by arresting William Direly, 
also colored, who, by the way, bears a better 
character than either of them, and writing 
outa confession implicating two other ne- 
groes and having it published before the 
people here knew of such an 
abominable scheme. The trial was 
set for last Friday, but Burnett failed to pro- 
duce any witnesses, and did not arrest or 
swear out a warrant for the other two col- 
ored men, Dabney Jones and Reuben Ken- 
dall. To give Burnett another chance, the 
trial was postponed until Monday. Yester- 
day the case was calied and witnesses for 
the prosecution began by swearing directly 
against Burnett and corroborating every- 
thing as formerly established. Detective 
Cabell, being placed on the stand, swore 
that the statements published were correct. 
Then he declared that they were 
false, proving himself to be a 
liar, a fool, or a lunatic. Burnett 
could prove nothing, admitting that he was 
acting directly under the statements made 
by his assistant. Marshall Cabeli, who gc- 
cidentally shot himself yesterday, was taken 
home last night, and is resting easy today. 
The people are now awaiting the action of 
the higher courts, and hope soon to see Nea! 
and Craft, the guilty wretches, pay their 
penalty by hanging. N

Settlement of a Divorce Case in Mem- 
Phis Which Originated in New Work

President Galusha Anderson Combats the Views 
of President Ellot on Beneficiary 
Education. .

The Hon. &. S. Cox at Greencaatie, Ind. 

GrReencastie, Ind., June 19.—The Hoa. 8. 8. 
Cox delivered the annual address before the 
university bere tonight before one of the most 
distinguished audiences ever assembied in the 
State. Among those present were ex-Senators 
Hendricks and McDonald, Senator Voorhees, 
Bishop Bowman, Congressmen Calkina, Peel, 
Lamb, Ward, and Matson, the Hon. W. C. De- 
pauw, and the State officers, also many other of 
the prominent men of Indiana. . 

Mr. Cox spoke on the subject of The Mar- 
velous Forces of Our Times.” These forces he 
divided into the elemental, with which man bad 
no relation, except as an observer: the same 
forces as moditied by the invendons of man; 


and, thirdly, the utilities and influences on mind 
and faith of these studies of matter. Referring 
to the first, or elemental foroes, the speaker la- 
sianced the doctrine of storms, picturing the 
atmospberic sea ar und the earth and its influ- 

ces. The mathematician may not be, he said, 

e poet of the sky, but it is only be- 
cause his sphere has a der horizon, 
Referring to those forces which man modifies by 
his skill, the speaker reviewed the labors of 
Jacquard, Vaucanson, Fitch, Fulton, and Steven; 
son, and followed it up with a graphic descrip- 
tion of the working of the new magnetic ele- 
ments of the time. 

Most of these elements, be said, were antici- 
pated, but not at once utilized. All are refer- 
able to the sun, including the electric power, 
lor the coal is sunlight, and sunlight is carbon. 
Man is endeavoring to annibilate time and space, 
and Czars and Kaisers tremble before chemistry 
and its simplest combinations. The speaker 
would not have the undergraduates study 
physics only. Education is simply a method of 
investigation. Education, like religion, to be 
potential must become incarnate. 

Indiana, be said, must teach and think for ber- 
self if she would not be ruled by New Engiand 
or Virginia. by Jonathan Edwards, or even 
Tbomas Jefferson. Ia conciusion, he told the 
students that their career waste bein the beat 
ana dust of active life, to grapple with and di- 
rect the forces of Nature, harn under con- 
ditions of human progress never before vouch- 
safed to mankind.

after the approval of this bond by the Mayor, 
the appiicant shall be entitled, efter paying into 
the hands of the City Collector the sum of $103, 
to a license under the seal of ihe — to be 
signed by the Mayorand countersigned by the 
City Clerk. 

ANOTHER POINT. 


Aside from the bond mentioned above the 
person to be licensed ie also required to furnish 
a bond in the penal sum of $3,000, payabie to the 
State, to secure the payment of damages, etc., 
whioh may be recovered against the licensee on 
account of his conducting a dramshop. This 
bond also has to be scrutinized and approved by 
the Mayor. None of these provisions were ob- 
served yesterday. No written application for a 
license was made by anybody: no evidence of 
good character was furnished by anybody, and 
all that was done consisted in the applicant's 
stepping up to the window of tne Collector. 

ing him documents purporting to be bonds 
for ahd $8,000 respectively, and paying 
him $108, whereupon the Collector issued a 
certificate entitiing the hoider to a license to 
sell liquo. s until April 1, 1884, upon the approval 
of his bond by the Mayor. This certificate, it 
will be seen, entirely waives the examination 
into the licensee's fitness to carry on the saloon 
business, and in defiagce of the ordinance prac- 
tically throws open the business to anybody 
whocan pay the amount of the license fee and 
furnish two pieces of paper purporting to be 
bonds for $500 and $3,000 respectively. 

THE CITIZENS’ LEAGUE. 

It seems to be within the power of the Citi-

OTHER OPINIONS.

F. L. Shumao—lI aw inclined to think the State 
law cunnot be abrogated by the Common Coun- 
cll, and that this attempt to forestall operations 
of the State law. which certainly bas the ap- 
provai of all the better element in the coim- 
munity, wili certainly fail on atest case. ‘The 
spirit of the ordinance has struck me as an at- 
tempt to set aside, for the time being at least, 
the operations of the State aw, which is dis- 
tust ful to saloonkeepers only.

LOADED WIRES. 


THE ENORMOUS BUSINESS TRANSACTED BY 
THE WESTERN UNION IN CONNECTION WITH 
THE FAILURE. 

The pressure upon the telegraph wires grow- 
ing out of Saturday’s failures was enormous and 
altogether uuprecedented, as figures obtained 
from the Western Union office on the floor of 
the Board of Trade will show. At the opening 
of business Saturday morning there was the 
customary bustie and hurry, but no undue ex- 
citement, and the telegraphers had everything 
well in hand. Suddenly the crash eame, and 
the effect upon the telegraphic service was 
An additional cierk was detailed to 
assist in receiving the messages over the couu- 
ter; then another, and another, until tive men 
were thus employed, and still were unabie to 
meet the demand of the pusbing, excited throng 
before them. In the operating room addidonal 
meu hed been summoned; each receiver and 
transmitter was pressed into service, and during 
the first hour and twenty minutes 900 messages 
were received, andiour times as many traus- 
mitted. This was equal to receiving at the rate 
of twelve r minute, and transmitting nearly 
haifa hundred in the same time. The crush 
contioued, but ampie facilities had been brought 
into service by this time, and were sufficient to 
keep the work weil in band. At 1 o'clock 207 
m.essages bad been delivered and fuily 8,000 
transmitted. One broker alone io that time bad 
received LIQ messumes—so fast, in fact, that be 
could not read them. In addition te the figures 
given, 1,300 were taken at the counter and traas- 
mitted through the pneumatic tubes to the maiu 
office across the street. 

There was less excitement Monday, but the 
Same steady shower of telegrams contivued. 
The Board of Trade office did not open for busi- 
ness in the morning until an hour later than 
Saturday, but during the business hours over 
2,000 messages were received, 

At the maln office of the Western Union, while 
no figures could be presented, it was estimated 
that fully 25 per cent larger business was done 
than at the Board of Trade office. It was also 
stated that at ail the city offices of the Western 
Union, numbering seventy-five, the business 
bad been very largely increased. The amount 
transacted by the other telegraph companies 
was proportionately large.

CRIMINAL COURTS. 
THE MAGILL CASE. 

Judge Barnum yesterday heard arguments of 
counsel on a motion to quash another indict- 
ment against Edward 8. Magill, charging bim 
with the forgery of a contract for 5,000 bushels 
of corn alleged to have been sold to E. Sickles 
& Co. by the Board of Trade firm of S. H. Me- 
Crea & Co. The defendant was tried upon a

of Trade, which was alleged that covutracts\were 
subject to, should have been inserted in 
the indictmeot. Judge Barnum went ou to say: 
“If this is a gambiing contract, a forged gam- 
bling contract is as good asa geouine one; you 
might as well indict a man for forging a counter- 
feit note. I have got to know the full contract. I 
do not say it is a gambling contract nor a legal 
one, I must be informed of the full contract 
before I know what itis. I donot know, nor do 
not care to know now, whether these rules 
would nullify this contract. All I care to know 
now is thatalarge part of this contract is not 
proven. It the face of the contract showed 
that nothing could impeach its validity, it is sub- 
ject matter for an indictment for forgery, and it 
would be necessary for the defense to show it 
invalid: but if the face contains references to 
other documents which, if produced, wouid 
show that the contract was not oaly void, but 
penal, it is necessary to set out the entire con- 
tract. Hence it is necessary to set out and preve 
the entire contract.” 

There are yet two indictments pending against 
Magill tor embezziement whicb the prosecution 
say that they will push, and that they will also 
secure new indictments upon the forgery 
cbarges. defendant ciaims that these 
prosecutions are pushed in order to secure a 
settlement of the money alleged to have been 
lost inspeculation while he was settiing clerk 
for 8.

OTHER CASES. 

In Judge Jameson's court yesterday afternoon 
a boy named Henry Jackson was tried as an ac- 
complice in a case of larceny. He is but 15 
years ofage. He was with a lot of boys who 
last April stole a buffalo robe from the buggy of 
Deputy Clerk Hamilton, of the Criminal Court. 
It was shown that this was a first offense; that 
the lad baa previously borne a good character, 
and that he was virtually a bomeless orpban. 
He had a stepfather. who took no interest in 
him. Me. Leopold Mayer, the banker, and Mr. 
Tobey Rubovitz are menbers of the present 
jury. They took pity upon the bomeless tad, 
whois an Israelite, and whose face showed no 
mark of crime. They pleaded to the court to 
Suspend sentence, promisi to care for him 
and nud him employment. The court exercised 
its clemency, and suspended sentence, Mr. Ru- 
bovitz taking charge of the boy. 

The case of James 0 Brien, indicted for mur- 
der, was tried, and the eourt instructed the jury 
to bring in a verdict of oot guilty. The defend- 


ant was charged with causing the death of A. B. 


Stevens by setting bis shop on fire. ere was 
not the least evidence presented to sustain the 
cbuarge. 

Yesterday afternoon the case of John Dorsey, 
indicted for manslauguter, was taken up de- 
fore Judge Barnum anda jury. The defendant 
ia charged with kiiling Amry Lucas about nine 
months ago ia a Fourth avenue saloon. The 
parties were colored, and Lucas was Dorsey's 
friend.

THE EHRKE TRAGEDY. 


ANTECEDENTS OF THE WOULD-BE MURDER- 
ER WHO COMMITTED SUICIDE. 

A number of interesting events in the history 
of Adolph Ebrke, the bricklayer who tried to 
murder his wife at No. 564 North Halsted street 
Monday afternoon, and then killed himseif, 
were not spoken of yesterday morning in the 
published accounts of the tragedy. About five 
years ago Ehrke was prompter at the theatre 
where Edward Harting, the creat German actor, 
was piaying. Harting at that time wore a valu- 
able gold watch and chain which had been 
given to bim by John Wiikes Booth, 
who afterward assasinated President Lin- 
coin. Before Harting’s eugagement concluded 
the watch and chain mysteriously disappeared, 
and no trace of the thief couid discovered. 
Not many weeks later, however, some property 
stolen by the Reinseh giris, notorioGs shop- 
liftera, was traced to the possession of Ebrke, 
who had, up to that time, borne an excellent 
reputation. He was arrested by Detective (now 
Lieutenant) Heinzman, and convicted of re- 
ceiving stolen property, for which he served a 
term at the brideweil. After bis conviction 
Ebrke acknowledged having stolen the watch 
and chain from Harting, but ne jewelry was 
never recovered. Ehrke, after his discharge 
from the brideweli, is supposed to have led a 
fairly honest life. 

Monday mora w Ehrke met D. W. Manches- 
ter, the attorney, whose client he had once 
been, and, with a tearful air, told bim that Mrs. 
Ebrke had threatened to sue for divorce. “ She 
bas already done so.“ answered Mr. Manchester, 
“for I read it this morning io the court record.’ 
Ehrke seemed stunned by this news. I shall 
never let ber get the divorce,” be said, be- 
cause Llove her too much.” He further told 
Mr. Manchester that the charge made against 
him by bis wife in ber bill was untrue, and said 
he would prove it. When the two men sepa- 
rated Ebrke promised to call at Mr. Manches- 
ter’s office in the afternoon and prepare au au- 
swerto Mrs. Eurke's bill. Instead of doing so 
he ended his own miserable existence after try- 
— murder his wife. Her condition is still 
critical. 


GRIP-CAR TROUBLES, 


AN ADJUSTMENT MEETING TO BE HELD TO- 
NIGHT. 

The conductors and drivers of the South Side 
Railway Company will meet tonight in the 
church at the corner of Indiana avenue and 
Twenty-nioth street to discuss their troubles 
with the company in regard to wages, and will 
enjeavor to formulate a proposition for sub- 
mission to Superintendent Holmes embodying 
their ideas of just compensation for their work. 
A conductor stated last night toa TRIBUNE re- 
porter that there was not much difference be- 
tween the employers and employés; that Super- 
intendent Hoimes had offered t pay 35 cents

ANIMALS IN MINES. 


A Correspondent Tells How They Are 
Mialtreated at Hraceville aud Other, 
Places. 

Mr. Bergh, of the American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, bas received 
the following letter descriptive of the sufferings 
of mules in coal-mines: 

BRACEVILLE, III., June 11.—Fora long time 1 
have intended to write you coacerning the crupl- 
ty to which dumb brutes are subjected in the 
coal-mines of this piace and in coal-mines in 
general. In the bright sunlight there are people 
everywhere observing what is going on, so that 
there is some probability of the brutal hand of a 
vicious master being at least restrained. 
But hid from the eyes of the world, 
away from the li - ht of day, there is but little if 


any restraining force to stay the orutaiity of 
heartiess men, and not a single of hope 
more than there is of sunlight for maltreated 
animals iu their foulsome prisons. 

If the lower animals are capabie of thinking 
in the least degree, surely the every-day ciank- 
ing of their chains, the durknessof their prison 
bomes, and the continual crack of the cruel, 
smarting whip must make the dumb siaves 
weary of the torture of life and long for 
the freedom of death.

his happened in mine known as No. 1. In No. 
2 two mules have bad their legs broken within 
the last three or four months owing to the de- 
clivity of the roads in certain parts of the mine. 
Between the ties the roads are muddy, and wet, 
and uneven, and with the knowledge of that 
fact and in view of the fact that there are up 
and down grades for the animals to go without 
brakes and without light, other than perbaps 
the faintest glimmer of the driver's lamp. who 
is crouching between the cars, the cause of sucn 
accidents is at once plain and obvious. The 
mule, failing to extricate himself from the mud, 
or getting his foot fast between the ties, 
is overtaken by the flying trip and in- 
jured. There are frequent accidents of this 
kind, unprofitable tnough it must be. One of 
the two mules that bad their legs broken was 
shot after they brought ute out of the mine. 
Tne other is now pasturing. After working all 
day animals are often taken indiscriminately 
from the stabie and worked all night and the 
following day. In Bevier, Mo., 1 worked in 
mine No. 2, where I heard a driver, David Mor- 
gan, say that be h d kuown a certain mule to 
have worked a week at a time day and night, 
with only the two hours between shifts of inter- 
mission. 

Should you feel inclined to doubt the truth of 
what I have said, pay Braceville a visit, go into 
the mines, witness the mules, the rouds, 
the loads, and abuses, and be convinced. Your 
influence might bring law to the rescue of these 
abused creatures. It might be made one of the 
Inspector’s duties to see that animals used in a 
mine are not abused. Roads should be made a 
suflicient hight, cleaned, and asned under foot, 
and sufficiently lighted to insure the animals. as 
far as possible, from burt or injury. I do not

Arbitrator Adams Affirms the Award 


of Traffic to the Nickel- 
Plate,

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And Shows Why Its Demand for an In- 
creased Percentage Is Un- 
tenable. 


No New Road to Be Built Between Kansas 
City and Denver—Master Railway 
Mechanics. 


A Forcible Argument by Charles Frau- 


cis Adams Jr. Against the Demands 

of the Nickel- Plate. 

The General Managers of the various roads 
interested in the east-bound live-stock pool 
from this city received yesterday the following 
important and interesting opinion from Charies 
Francis Adams Jr., arbitrator of the truak 
lines, regarding the appeal of the Nickel-Plate 
from his former decision giving that road 10 per 
cent of the east-bound live-stock business from 
this city: 


“This isa vest for a reheartng of the award 
of April 7, in which a proportion (10 per cent) 
of tne live stock and dressed beef out 
of Chicago was assign to the New York, 
Chieago & St. Louis, or Nickel- Plate Line, as a 
new competitor for that tra The award 
wus by agreement Of parties, made in an irregu- 
lar way, and witb less than the usual considera- 
tion, with a distinct understand ne that if any 
ot the lines interested were not satisfied tne 
matter could be reopened. The Nickel-Piate 
now asks that the matter be reopened, and that 
a larger portion of the traffic in question be 
assigned to it. The Michigaa Central, the Pitts- 
burg. Fort Wayne & Chicago, and the Baitimore 
& Obio Roads meet this request with answers 
jn which they concur in protesting against any 
increase of the Nickel- Plate allotment, and each 
of them further preseuts its reasons for think- 
ing that it should contribute little or nothing to 
make up the share of the trrific which has been 
or hereafter may be alloted to the Nickel- Pilate. 
* I have considered the papers now presented 
very carefully, and given all the weight I could 
to the argumenis contained in them. The re- 
quest of the Nickel-Plate is based on three dis- 
tinct grounds. It is claimed that I took an 
erroneous view of the situation in making the 
Lake Shore the heaviest contributor to the 
Nickel-Piate allotment when the Fort Wayne 
should have been the beaviest; that the allot- 
ment to the Nickel-Plate should not be less than 
that to the Fort Wayne; aud that the divisions 
to equalize traffic presented in the table which 
accompapied the award of April 7 indicated 
that the existing allotments did not represent 
the oatura! distribution of the traffic. In regard 
to the first of these turee argumentsit seems 
sufficient to say that it presents a wholly new 
view of the situation, and one which I do not 
thiuk can be successfully maintained. Accord- 
ing to it the Nickel-Piate Line, however origin- 
ally intended. will be found to bea pabitive ad- 
vantage to the Lake Shore, through ite tendency 
to concentrate east-bound trame on the Toledo, 
Cleveland & Buffaio route. The other and more 
distant routes are those which suffer by its pres- 
ence. This is anew theory as to the eifect upon 
au existing line of the construction of a paralell 
com peting line, and at first sight it does not com- 
mend itseif to meas sound. The second argument 
is much more piausibie. I can see no reason 
why, under similar conditions, the Nickel- Plate 
a live-stock route as any 
out of Chicago. The difficulty is that the pres- 
ent conditions are not the same. There is noth- 
ing more difficult commercially than to divert 
any long-established business from the chan- 
nels in which itis accustomed to tiow. This is 
true not of railroads alone. but of banking, dry 
goods, newspapers, and everything on the targe 
scale. A vew competitor starts in a field al- 
ready occupied under heavy disadvantages. 
He can get his fair proportion of the business, 
but only very slowly, at great cost, and 
effort. The ad- 
vider concerns enjoy 
consist in their appliances and connections, 
the hold they have on business, and the custom 
the public has got into of deaiing with them. It 
is the good will ot the trade. In this respect a 
railroad which bas been in operation thirty 
years is necessarily much better placed than 
one just built. It das its bold on the traffic, 
which can only be shaken by degrees and by 
offering something better. If it comes to severe 
competition tne business is cut to pieces, and 
this process generally results in a reduction of 
the profits of the old line and the bamkruptcy 
and revrganization of the new one. This has 
been the familiar railroad experience. The new 
une works its way by degrees into a fair share 
of the traffic through a course of 
insolvency and receiverships. Under the 
apportionment and arbitration system the 
effort is to avoid this most wasteful method of 
reaching a result. But I do not think the old 
lines, which enjoy the good will secured by 
years of effort, would care to carry the princi- 
pie to the extent of at once welcoming each new 
competitor to an equal share of the traffic. The 
Arbitrator must, therefore, if the parties can- 
not agree, estimate as best he can what propor- 
tion of tue whole business the pewcomer might 
reasonably expect at first to secure on equal 
terms and decide accordingly. I did 80 in this 
case. 
“IL do pot think it necessary to discuss the 
Nickel-Plate argument. A poruon- 
the sustained rates which 
them, are not as 4a 
rule, favored by sbippers. Modern shippers 
also, especially of live stock, are not wholly un- 
familiar with the methods through which agree- 
meuts among railroads may be broken. They 
are quite equal to combining among them- 
selves, and, as a rule, are not incompetent to 
look after their own interests. Any argument 
drawn from divisions ordered by the pool agents 
for the purpose of equalizing shipments would 
have to be received at least with besitation. 
While disposed in tbis matter to give to the ar- 
guments of those representing thé Nickel- Plate 
the most respectful consideration and all the 
weight I possibly can, | do not see that any suffi- 
cient reason for altering in its favor the 
award of April 7 bas yet been presented. 
In regard to the representations contained 
in the answers of the other lines, it seems only 
necessary to say that the task of levying con- 
tribudions to make-up a ne allotment is at 
best an ungrateful one. Unfortunately the total 
percentage remains the same, while the number 
of those among whom it has to be divided tends 
always toward an increase. It is rarely that the 
representative of any line comes forward and 
admits that nis line should contribute. I fail to 
recall any casein which such a representative 
bus expressed the opinion that bis line bas not 
been made to contribute enougu. Under 
these circumstances I[ cannot say that the 
fact that a given award, as in this case, 
seems to elicit formal expressions of 
dissatisfaction from ali quarters is io itself con- 
clusive evide ce of any mistake lu it. On the 
contrary, it would seem to indicate that the 
cuntributioa, like the resulting dissatisfaction, 
was not unevenly distributed. The present 
condition of affairs among the Chicago terminal 
roads is such that, iu any event, a readjustment 
of percentages seems probabié at a not very 
remote date, and under these circumstances 1 
have been unable to see how the award of April 
7 could now be improvea upon. I am accord- 
ingly obliged to affirm it.“ 


Denial of the Report that the Alton 
Mas Formed a Coalition with the 
Denver & Bio Grande. 

An article appeared in the Denver News a 
few days ago, which has been telegraphed all 
over the country, to the effect that it bad been 
definitly settled that the Denver & Rio Grande 
would build a road from Denver to Kansas City 
by the most direct route that could be secured. 

This, it was claimed, was to be done in connec- 

tion with the Chicago & Aiton, which bad been 

fastening alongmgeye on the advantages of 

Denver for some time past. it was further 

stated thata strong coalition bad been formed 

between the Denver & Rio Grande and the Cu- 
cago & Alton, which would make the new road 

a certainty, and that it would take in Norton, 

Oberlin, Beloit, and Concordia, branching at 

Topeka, and taking in Atchison, Leaven- 

worth, and St. Joseph, and running to 

to Kansas City. where direct connection was to 
be made with the Aiton. It was also stated that 
the new line would have three rails, and would 
be fitted for broad and narrow gage cars, the 
former to meet the demands of tne Alton, and 
the latter for the RioGrande.

given with so much positiveness and detail 
gained considerable credence in railroad circles, 
and therefore a TRIBUN®E reporter called upon 

Mr. MeMullin.

McMuliin stated that be did not know what the 

intentions of the Rio Grande were regarding 

that matter. but as far as the Aiton was con- 
cerned he would say that it had no knowledge 
of any such scheme, nor had any coaii- 
uon been formed between dis com pany 
and the Denver & Rio Grande.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was fairly active yes- 
terday. The excitement on ‘Change created an 
active call for margins, and the rush to settle 
up and get out ef speculation helped to increase 
the counter business.

Country 
orders for currency continued moderate in vol- 
ume.

THE STAR-ROUTE THIEVES. 
A Ring’s Work and Power—The Na- 
tion’s Treasury Rebbed with Im- 
punity—Crimes of the Star- Route 
Plunderers—A Glance at the Record— 

Questions tor the People. 

[New York Times, June 18.|—The verdict of 
the star-route jury bas aroused throughout the 
Nation a strong feeling of indignation and dis- 
gust, but the deep and alarming sigaiticance of 
that verdict can be fully understood only by 
those who know the enormity of the ring's 
crimes, the extent of its power, and tbe nature 
of the influences upon wied it bas relied and 
still relies fr protection. The questions which 
the people of the United States must answer are 
questions of grave import. Is it true that organ- 
ized bands of scoundrels can steal millions of 
dollars of the money raised by taxation and defy 
prosecution? Is it true that the courts of the 
Capital of this great Kepublic can inflict no 
punishment upon thieves whose guilt is notor- 
jous? Cad executive officers of the Government 
put in their own pockets and in the pockets of 
their confederates the millions appropriated by 
Congress, and snap their ungers in derision at 
efforts made to bring them to justice? If these 
crimes can be committed with impunity in the 
star-route contract bureau, they can be com- 
mitted with safety in other bureaus and in other 
departments. What are the people going to do 
about it?

The service in nine Westerg and South- 
western States and nine Territories was let at 
the beginning of the term for $2,000,280 
num. lu these States and itories were the 
r nes routes. In one year Brady raised the pay 
for this service to , TG. hr. mainly by “extra 
allowances” to ring contractors, amount to 
almost $1.700,000 per annum. In the tirst half of 
the second year be added almost 
the pay of members of tue ring,

peticion, which yielded nearly $1,000,000 a year, 
many of the temporary routes being useless, 
and the pay in ali cases be about three times 
as great as it ought to have Neariy one- 
balf of the money which Congress bad given bim 
for the support of almost 9,000 routes be spent 
upon less than 500 of them, which were con- 
troiled by his fellow-conspircators. 

While the great body of star- route contractors 
were doing their work for the pay allowed ta 
their original contracts, the baker's dozen who 
with Brady composed the ring were bieeding 
the Treasury by frauds that were notorious. Ou 
only 415 routes held by these men and their rep- 
resentatives Brady added $2,005,468 to the au- 
nual pay, raising that pay from $1,262,005 to 
$3,357,768, and at the same time decreasing the 
number of miles on which the mails were car- 
ried. Tue inquiry was narrowed until it 
related to only ninety-three of these 415 routes, 
and it was found that the afnual pay for me 
ninety-three routes had ral by the 
addition of nearly $2,000,000, from 858 to 

2.723.404. These Heures show bow the frauds 
were limited to& comparatively small number 
of routes, and that nearly one-half of the 
annual appropriation was given by Brady to 
only thirteen out of a large y of contractors. 
These thirteen were divided into several group 
each group having its agents and ite lines o 
influence. The members of one of groups, 
who were led by a Senator of the United States 
and a powerful politician, dave been on trial 
(with Brady) and have been acquitted. This 
group's share of the “extra allowances’’ was 
$500,000 a year. 

How were these great frauds committed? 
The methods were not complicated, although 
they were used in various Ways, according to 
the varying requirements many piaces. 
The money, part of which went into the 
pockets of the ring contractos6, while the re- 
mainder went to swell Brady’s bank a count, 
as far by the testimony of Price, Wals, 
HRerdell, and others, was awarded by the office 
ostensibly as pay for greater speed on the routes 
or for additional trips that were said to be need- 
ed. A member of the ring, holding a route in 

the wilderness, determined that he must have 
more pay and be getting bis share of the plun- 
der. A few petitions and his affidavit were a 
sufficient basis. His agents were sent along the 
line to get signatures. If honest petitions could 
not be secured fraudulent petitions were manu- 
factured. If the few tobabitants would not ask 
or greater speed, but only for additional trips, 
words asking for greater speed were inserted 
in the petition by the ring contracter or 
his agents. It was wel koaowa that 
Brady must have the petitions, ia order 
that he might be able to point te something 
which would serve as an excuse for his corrupt 
acts, but in some Cases the request of a Senator 
or a Representative was sufficient without one 
petition. Then the affidavit must be prepared. 
Under Brady's administration the amount of 
pay for greater speed was determined ia accord- 
aoce with une Contractor's statement as to the 
number of addicionai men and horses which he 
must use in increasing the speed. The contract- 
or, who In all probability bad never seen the 
route, would swear, for eXample, that he was 
then using five men and tun borses, and that 
the increased speed would require the use of 
thirty men and sixty horses, or six times as 
many. Then Brady would multiply his pay 
by six for “expediaon,” and double 
the expedited“ pay for additional trips, until 
the route would become a goid mine, Brady ana 
the contractor sharing the profits. In this way 
the auuual pay for a useless route in the Indian 
Territory was raised from § to $150,000. 0 
mall matter amounted to two letters a mont 
which a solitary horseman carried over the wil 
prairies. The annual pay for four routes ia 
Oregon, inciuded in the indictment recently 
tried. in this way from 616.7 to 
$164,189. 

Athdavits were made solely with regard to the 
amount of mouey they would yiel were 
not based upon a knowledge of service. 
They were made in illegal and fraudulent 
ways, but they were accepted without 
question by Brady, who afterward awarded the 
additional pay, of whieh, according to Price 
and others, be received a large perceotage. 
The protests of Postmasters ana citizeus were 
of noavail. In many cases the contractors did 
not even underta<e to do the additional work for 
which they had been so heavily id, but they 
were safe. The combination of interests and in- 
fluence in favorof the ring was 80 strong that it 
successfully defied assault. Lonely horsemen 
wandered over the piains with empty mail bags, 
but the money rolled into their employers’ 
pockets as they sat at ease ia Washington or else- 
where. 

Brady and bis  fellow-conspirators had 
shrewdiy strengthened their position by in- 
ducing members of Congress w indorse the 
petitions which were part of their stock in 
trade, and to write letters, in some cases, sup- 
porting either innocently or corruptly . the 
schemes of the ring. When Brady discovered, 
in the Winter of 1879, that his allowances to the 
ring had almost exhausted che star-route fund. 
be boidly demanded that Congress should give 
nim $2,000,000 more, and threatened to cut down 
tho star service all over the country if Congress 
should not respond. Me feit that he could not 
fail, because he had so many Congress- 
men in dis grip. He was given a little 
more tbau half of the sum which de had de- 
manded, but the investigation which Con- 
gress made and the conditions uuder which the 
money was given foreshadowed the storm that 
was soon to break over the heads of the ring. 

While Mr. James was coliecting evidence of 
the ring’s work and cutting off the fraudulent 
service which Brady had created, the dismissed 
chief of the ring was busily throwing up in- 
trenchments behind which he pro to defy 
the law. At the outset be bought three Wash- 
ington newspapers, and bitterly fought in them 
tue Administration and all who were 1 in 
the work of uncovering his offenses. Ia the 
Capital he found a soil in which he could easily 
cultivate a public sentiment that would 
support him.

8 — 5 Brady bad deen the head of the 
star-route contract office for almost five years 
when Pustmaster-General James demanded bis 
resignation and dismissed bim in disgrace. For 
years it bad been notorious chat this office was 
a nest of thieves; but the power of Brady 
and bis allies was so great in Congress, in the 
Department of Justice and in the courts that 
every effort w expose the guilty and secure 
their punishment wasa failure. Incontroverti- 
bie proof of frauds was laid before the Distriet- 
Attorney, who placed it before Brady himself as 
a referee. Proof was given to the Attorney- 
General of the United States, ebief prosecutor 
ju behalf of the people. He aiso sent it to Bra- 
dy, and, in accordance witb Brady's advice, 
ecvnveyed to bim from the Post- 
Otfice Department, ignored the com- 
piaint. Brady boasted that he “bad 
a corner on the grand jury“; he might have 
truthfully added that he bad “a corner on the 
Department of Justice, and that bis influence, 
otitieal and personal, and that of bis wealthy 
Pellow conspirators, was 60 powerful in Con- 
gress and in every department of official life 
that no one could harm bim. A burglar with- 
out mooey and without friends cannot success- 
fully defy ihe law after his guilt has been 
proved. But let us suppose that the 
burgiar is backed by $1,500,000 of stolen 
money: that be is a prominent worker 
in the dominant political party; that he bas

Biack coat of fide cloth; vest and pants, brown 
striped tweed; shirt, red spotted print; calfskin 
boots, which had been vamped but a sbort time 
bet re bis death, as they showed no sigos of 
wear On the bottom. e vamp was sewed 
through both soles.

I could bardiy contain 
joy at beboiding my beloved leader in suc 
spiendid condition. Watterson met us at the 
door, complaining of a lame back. He had 
bowled ten-pins with Mr. Tilden till a late bour 
the previous night, and was completely used up. 
*] rolled small dals.“ said Watterson, and ne 
rolled big ones. Today lam as sore as a telon. 
while be is sound and spry as a cat. The ber- 
culean physique of the man is marvelous.“ Mr. 
Tilden showed us over his house. It is seven 
stories bigh, and before I reached the attic I was 
so biown and weak in the knees that Mr. Tilden 
had to take bold of my arm and boost me along. 
Mr. Watterson stopped on the fourth floor to 
recuperate on a bottie of brandy the grand old 
statesman had thoughtfully placed there by way 
of retresbment. As we descended, Mr. Tilden 
playfully slid down the balustrade—a favorit 
pastime of his, as he informed me.

Late Legal Decisions. 
The following are abstractsof some of the 
more important lewal decisions recently filed in 
Federal and State courts: 


NATIONAL BANKS~—RIGHT TO REMOVE 
CAUSE 10 FEDERAL COURTS. 

An action brought against a National bank in 
a State court was removed upon its petition to 
the Federal court and a mouon was made to re- 
mand it. in this case, Crutksuank vs. the Fourth 
National Bank ot New York, in the United 
Staies Circuit Court for the Southern District of 
New York, Judge Wallace iu denying the motion 
suid: “The right of the defendant asa cor- 
poration created by Congress to remove a suit 
brought against it in a State court is clearly 
conferred by Sec. 2 of the Removal act of 1875, 
if such a suit ie one arising under the laws ot 
the United States. It hus Leeu determined that 
any suit brought by a corporation created by 
Congress was one arising under the avs of the 
United States, although the questions upou 
which the decision» might depend were to be 
solved by the geveral principies of the common 
law or equity, because the law of Congress 
which created the corporation and besiowed 
upon it all the faculties and capacities which it 
p were of necessity an ingredient in the 
case. In the words ot Chief-Justice Marsnali 
“every act Of the bank arises out ot this law. 
A suit brought against such a corporation must 
fall within the same category: it cannot be 
maintained without invoking the law of Con- 
gress.

DAMAGES FOR INFRINGEMENT OF PATENT 
—PROPER COURT. 
A bill in equity was filed to cover damages for 
the infringement of a patent. There was no de- 
unction. In this cause—Burdeil 


defendant demurred to the jurisdiction o 
court, and bis demurrer was overruled. Judge 
Baxter, in the opinion, said: The proper forum 
in which to sue for damages arising from au in- 
fringement of a patent only isa court of law. 
But Chancery Courts may take cognizance of 
such cases if they invoive some element of 
equitable jurisdicdon. The bill bere flied is for 
damages and an injunction, but the patent bad 
only tive daystorun. Itis therefore manifest 
that the prayer for an injunction was a mere 
pretext—a device to transfer a plain jurisdic- 
ion to award damages froma court of law to 
which it properly belongs to a court of equity. 
We have no hesitation in declaring that, upon 
these favts, this court never had jurisdiction of 
the case. overruling of the demurrer was 
not conclusive, Objections to the jurisdiotion 
are usually taken in the first instance, but a 
plain defect of jurisdiction may be insisted upon 
at the hearing.” 


LIABILITY OF SURETIES~—FALSIFICATION OF 
PUBLIC RECORD. 

The sureties of the keeper of the records of 
taxes of a county were sued by the purchaser of 
land at a tax sale for his loss of the property. 
which bad been recovered from him in eject- 
ment, the taxes having been paid and the rec- 
ord falsined. He recovered a judgment, and an 
appeal was taken in the case—Perkins vs. 
Evans—to the Supreme Court of lowa, where 
the judgment was affirmed. Judge Adams. 
in the opinion, said: “Because the plaintiff 
acted in this purchase through: an agent, and 
therefore had a personal knowledge of the 
condition of the record, the defendants con- 
tend that he cannot recover. In our opinion 
their position cannot be maiatained.”’ 

MASTER AND SERVANT--NEGLIGENCE IN A 
MINING-SUPERINTENDENT. 

A laborer in a mine was kille i by the failing 
upoo him of some 2 which was deiner 
boisted out of the mine. persoo iu charge 
of the mine and who conducted its operation 
was W.: he was appointed oy K., who was the 
Orst agent io station at the works, represent 
the owner, who lived in a far distant place. 
was au accountant only, and, be altogether 
ignorant of mining, be, in no way whatever, as 
sumed to direct or control W. defense in 
this case, Ryan vs. Bagaiey, was that the labor- 
er and W. were feliow-servants, and that as 
such they assumed the risks of each other's 
negligence. The plaintiff got a judgment, and 
the defendant appealed to the Supreme Court 
of Michigan, where the judgment was affirmed. 
The Chief Justice (Graves), in the opinion, said: 
We must consider W. under the evidence as 
the mining captain, intrusted with the man- 
agement of the mine without direction or in- 
terference. He was not in any true sense a 
mere foreman, or department leader, or sub- 
chief in a given sphere of the mining opera- 
tions. His agéncy covered the entire mine, and 
bis capacity and discretion dominated. In re- 
spect to legal accountability his negligence was 
the negiigence of the defendant. That he was 
put in concrol by the agent of the defendant 
does not relieve the defendant. In point of 
fact he was in control.“ 


SALE BY BROKER—DELIVERY BY PRINCI- 
PAL-—PAYMENT TO BROKER. 


R., a lumber-broker, wrote to C. that he had 
gold a lat of shingies to H. for his account, and 
asked him to forward the shingies directly to 
H., which was done. K. had sencealed from H. 
that he was seliingfor another, and collected 
from bim the purchase price, and H., refusing 
to pay C., suit was brought, Crosby vs. Hill. The 
plaintiff recovered, and the defendant appeaied 
to the Supreme Court of Obio, where the judg- 
ment was affirmed. Judge Doyie, in the opinion, 
said: “ The broker bad not possession of the 
goods, and therefore the purchaser cannot be 
deceived; and beside the employing of a person 
to sell s as a broker does not autborize 
him to seil in his owa name. Ik. therefore, he 
sells in his own name he acts beyond the scope 
of his authority. and bis principal is not bound. 
But it is said that by these means the broker 
would be enabled by his principal to deceive in- 
nocent persons. The answer. however, is ob- 
vious, that be cannot do so, unless the principal 
deliver over to him the possession and indicia of 
property.” 

COMPENSATION OF OFFICERS OF CORPORA- 
TION—AGREEMENT. 


A street railroad company was sued by one of 
its officers, a Director, for his services, but on 
the trial it was set up as a defense that no saiary 
or other compensation had been agreed “pee 
before the services were performed. 0 
plalntiff recovered, and the company car- 
ried the case, in error, Austin City 
Railroad Company vs. Swisher, to the Supreme 
Court of Texas, where the judgment was re- 
versed, Judge Clark, in the opinion, said: “It 
seems to be a principal well supported by au- 
thority that an officer of a corporation. and 
especiaily a Director, cannot recover of the cor- 
porators any salary or compensation for serv- 
ices rendered unless such salary or compensa- 
tion bas been fixed and agreed upon by the 
proper corporate authorities iu some authorized 
manner anterior to the pertormance of che 
services. It is well that the rule is so. Cor- 
porate officers bave ample opportunities to 
adjust and fix their compensation before they 
render their services, and no great mischief is 
likely to result from compelling them to do 80. 
But if. on t other hand. actions are to be 
maintained by corporate officers for services 
which, however faithful and valuable, were not 
rendered on the faith of an express contract. 
there would be no timitation to corporate labil - 
ities, and the stockholders would be devoured 
by their officers.”’ ‘ 

BANKRUPTCY—SUBSEQUENT JUDGMENT. 

A. sued B. for a debt, and six months later, 
and before the case could be tried, B. was adju- 
dicated a bankrupt. A year later A. recovered 
a judgment, a stay having been got by B.. and 
still a year later B. got his discharge in bank 
ruptcy. He then applied for a stay of proceed- 
ings on the judgment on the ground that 
his discharge was a tax to its collection, but his 
application was denied, and, in this case, Boyn- 
ton vs. Ball. on error to the Supreme Court of 
illinois, the action of the court below was at- 
firmed. Judge Craig, in the opinion, said: * The 
question involved bas led to much discussion 
among law writers, and. aithough it has often 
arisen in the courts of England and the United 
States, the decisions are by no means harmoni- 
ous. In Maine, Massachusetts, and other States 
the discharge does not release the judgment, 
while in New York, Vermont, and others it 
does. But we are satisfied the better doctrine. 
and that too establish by the later devisions: that 
a judgment rendered afteran adjudication in 
bankruptcy creates a debt which cannot be 
proved against the bankrupt's estate; that the 
indebtedness existing prior to the recovery be- 
comes merged in the judgment.“ 


EXEMPTION FROM EXECUTION—PARTNERSHIP 


Certain property belonging to a firm, but 
which was exempt from execution as the prop- 
erty of the members of the firm. was seized in 
execution and sold against the objections of the 
owners. In this case an action for the conses- 
sion of the Rroperty taken was brought against 
the Sheritf, Waite vs. Mathews, the piaintiff was 
defeated below, and he carried the case to the 
Supreme Court of Michigan, where the judg- 
ment was reversed. Judge Campbell, in bis 
opinion, said: We can see no right for the rul- 
ing as tothe exempt property; creditors have 
no rights to exempt property, and the officer 
levying is boupd to respect it in the oase of 
partners as well as in other cases.”
